Councillors defer debate on EDTC memorandum of understanding

Fort Erie’s councillors preferred 
not to discuss a memorandum of 
understanding between the Town 
of Fort Erie and the Economic 
Development and Tourism Cor¬ 
poration during last Monday 
night's council meeting. Instead, 
Mayor Wayne Redekop and Ward 
1 Coun. George McDermott— 
who both represent the council on 
the EDTC board— will discuss the 
memorandum during an upcom¬ 
ing EDTC meeting. “I think there 
is an opportunity for discussion 
but (the memorandum) can’t be 
changed without talking to the 
EDTC first,” Redekop said. 

Before concluding their term 
last year, outgoing councillors 


asked staff to prepare a report 
that reviewed the memorandum 
of understanding between the 
Town and the EDTC. It was pre¬ 
sented to the previous council at 
a meeting in September 2014. 

The councillors of the day deter¬ 
mined the new council should be 
given an opportunity to review the 
report and provide staff with fur¬ 
ther direction to make changes. 

The EDTC was established in 
1994 as a Town-run department to 

munity. In 2007, the EDTC became 
a separate entity from the Town. 

Redekop said he was con¬ 
cerned about the way the EDTC 
is operated. But if there are 
changes to be made to the agree¬ 
ment, they must be agreed upon 
by the EDTC and the Town. 


“It (the contract) is an agree¬ 
ment with no end date,” Rede¬ 
kop said. “The memorandum of 
understanding is a precursor to 
an agreement. It’s strange to 
operate on a memorandum of 
understanding for 20 years.” 

He also said the EDTC's minutes 
should be included in council’s 
agenda for review. With the excep¬ 
tion of Ward 5 Coun. Don Lub- 
berts, all of the councillors voted to 
receive the report for information 
and to discuss it at a later date, with 
EDTC involved in the discussion. 

“This is something that could 
become a problem in the future. 
The review of the memorandum of 
understanding needs to be ongo¬ 
ing," Lubberts said. “What we’re 
doing is sweeping problems under 
the mg until a problem arises."

The future headquarters of the Nia¬ 
gara Regional Police Service will 
include a tribute to the past. 

During his monthly online webcast 
with Postmedia Monday, police Chief 
Jeff McGuire shared plans to include 
historic elements into the new 
$65-million Niagara Falls facility, as 
well as in the new St. Catharines 
station. 

Items are being gathered that 
reflect the NRP’s past, as well as the 
history of local police forces prior to 


in 1971. 

The statement large brass door han¬ 
dles from the existing Morrison St. 
police station, for instance, will be 
removed and included in the new head¬ 
quarters, which will also house rooms 
named after former police chiefs, 
McGuire said. 

He expressed the importance of rec¬ 
ognizing history and "the people who 
came along before us.” 

“We’re going to bring as much

McGuire said. 

The police chief toured the new head¬ 
quarters last week and said it's “getting 
very close” to completion. 

He estimated the NRP would take at 
least partial possession of the roughly 
200,000-square-foot facility sometime 
in March, when installation of IT equip¬ 
ment will begin. 

"Then we’ll start our gradual move.... 


We hope to be in and fully operational 
by June,” he said.

The headquarters, part of an $83-mil- 
lion project that also includes the new 
Garden City police station, is being built 
on eight acres of land at Valley Way and 
Portage Road. 

It will be home to about 600 of the 
NRP’s 1,100 uniform and civilian 
members.

Church to welcome 
three Syrian 
refugees to Fort Erie

T he St. John’s-Ste- 
vensville United 
Church, with its 
regular worshiping mem¬ 
bers from all parts of the 
Greater Fort Erie area, is 
responding to the Syrian 
refugee crisis with spon¬ 
sorships for up to three 
families with young 
children. 

Rather than being 
intimidated or ‘terror¬ 
ized’in response to 
recent world events, this 
congregation is reaching 
out toward world peace; 
the alternative being to 
live in fear and allow ter¬ 
rorists to achieve their 
goals. 

The ‘SJS’ congrega¬ 
tion is already in a 
position to sponsor two 
families but would like 
to cluster at least three 
families for mutual 
support in learning 
English and adapting to 
the Canadian environ¬ 
ment. This could be 
achieved with three 
families or more if oth¬ 
ers of goodwill decide 
to join in financing, 
contributing supplies, 
and in the welcoming 

This situation is simi¬ 
lar to the difficult cir¬ 
cumstances of earlier 
arrivals in the Fort Erie 

Pennsylvania 
Deutsch settlers came 
from the US after leav¬ 
ing Europe under some 
duress in many cases. 
Scottish, Irish, United 
Empire Loyalist, Afri¬ 
can-American, Ukrain¬ 
ian, Polish, Italian, 
Hungarian, Czech, 
Vietnamese refugees 
and migrants also 
arrived here in chal¬ 
lenging circumstances, 


frequently with govern¬ 
ment aid or church and 
community support. 

Germany leads the 
world in the current cri¬ 
sis and recognizes the 
long-term benefits of 
the refugees to revital¬ 
ize an aging workforce 
in that society. This 
local refugee program 
was proposed to the 
church by an elderly 
German migrant who 
came to Canada to seek 
a new life in the after- 
math of Second World 
War. 

The cost of sponsor¬ 
ship is estimated at 
$30,000 per family for an 
initial year, the amount 
which is the legal 
responsibility of the 
sponsoring body. In a 
few weeks the details will 
be posted and updated 
on the stjohnsstevensvil- 
leunitedchurch.com 
website. 

On the basis of initial 
donations, the official 
board of the church 
recently authorized a 
budget of $90,000 for 
this sponsorship pro¬ 
ject. With $75,000 on 
hand so far, the St. 
John’s-Stevensville 
church hopes to raise at 
least $5,000 more from 
its members and other 
United Churche 

Similarly, the congre¬ 
gation hopes to raise 
$5,000 from individuals 
and families in Fort 
Erie who may belong to 
other Christian tradi- 

rently involved in spon¬ 
sorships, as well as 
perhaps $5,000 from 
those of other religions 
and those of no 
religion. 

Managed well, such 
programs have a poign¬ 
ant history 


of integrating New 
Canadians into the fab¬ 
ric of our society, to the 
benefit of all in the 
building up of our 
country. In the opinion 
of those who study such 
issues, the Fort Erie 
area should benefit 
from this 
shot-in-the-arm. 

St. John's - Steven- 
sville United Church 
was founded as a con¬ 
gregation by Pennsyl¬ 
vania Deutsch immi¬ 
grants in the early 
1800s. It then included 
Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews and Gypsies, and 
is now made up of 
many cultures which 
have blended into the 
quintessentially Cana¬ 
dian spiritual 
community. 

Regarded as one of 
the most beautiful 
worship environments 
in Canada, St. John’s - 
Stevensville is a charm¬ 
ing red brick church in 
the Stevensville area of 
Fort Erie, on Sodom 
Road just north of 
Netherby Road. A wel¬ 
coming inukshuk 
stands in the church¬ 
yard, guiding people 
home to God.
